RIVER BED JUST BELOW TOWN 


Pans Average 60 Cents—It Is Be- 
lieved That Auriferous Depesits 
Have Been Washed Down Tail 
Creek —. Excitement Prevails All 
Along the River. 


Calgary.—Gold placers on the Red 
Deer river, a rush of ype weg to 
stake claims in the river valley; much 
excitement in the town of Content; 
these make up the story which Hugh 
Smith, real estate dealer of Calgary, 
brought down from the north recently. 
He stayed just long enough to tell his 
story and transact some absolutely ne. 
cessary business, then he headed once 
more for Red Deer. 

Who were the discoverers of this 
mine Mr. Smith did not state. But he 


said that in the washing of two pans) 
of gravel slightly over a dollar’s worth’ 


of gold had been secured. Some of 
the pieces were about a third the size 
of a@ pea. 

The discovery was made on a bar in 
the river just below the town of Con- 


tent, at the junction ot Tail Creek ; 


with the Red Deer. i 
The spot is, as the crow flies, just 


lover 100 miles north-east of Calgary. 


The river for nearly a hundred miles 
above this point falls an average of 
twenty feet to the mile, that is from 
4,300 feet at the crossing of the Stoney 
Pack Trail, to 2,300 feet at the june- 
tion with Tail Creek. This means that 
there is a terrifie current throughout 
this hundred miles, and according to 
Mr. Smith, that gold from some vein 


in the hills washed down the stream, | 
has no 


chance to settle, and must 
therefore come all the way down. But 
gold is heavy. Hence it follows that 
it will settle «at the first op- 
portunity, and he holds that the 
first real opportunity is at the point 
where the discovery was made a week 
ago. 

How much gold there is in the new 
find, whether like after the manner of 
the platinum find on the Red Deer 
some twenty miles below the town of 
Red Deer, which caused much excite.

London.—Senator Sir John Carling, 
former postmaster-general and min- 
ister of agriculture, died on Monday, 


| November 6, at his residence, of pnue- 


monia. He was in his 84th year. He 
had been ill for some time last spring, 
but during the summer rallied though 
at all times weak because of his ad- 
vanced age. Early on Friday pnue- 
monia developed and from the first 
His physician 
and Mr. and Mrs. Nicholson, of Otta- 


wa, were present when the end came. | 


Sir John Carling was born in Mid- 
dlesex, near London, January 23, 1828. 
He was educated in the common 
schools and joined his father as a 
brewer, He was always a Conserva- 
tive, and sat for London in the old 
Canadian assembly from 1857_ until 
confederation, 1867. For a time’ there- 
after he sat in both the Ontario legis- 
lature and house of commons. He was 
receiver general for a short time in 
the Cartier-Macdonald government, 
1862, and was commissioner of agri- 
the Sandfield-Macdonald 
government during its career. 

He entered Sir John A. Macdonald’s 
government as postmaster-general on 
May 23, 1882, becoming mi 
agriculture on September 25, 1885, and 
retired during Sir John Thompson's 
regime, holding cabinet rank without 
portfolio, He was appointed to the 
senate in 1891, resigned to run for the 
commons in 1892, and was _re-appoint- 
ed to the senate in 1896. He did dis- 
tinguished work as minister of agri- 
evlture and received a special vote of 
thanks for his services from the select 


standing committee of the commons. | 


In retigion he was a Methodist.

No Doubt But It Will Be Finished 
Before the Winter 


Winnipeg.—Any impression that win-

|}threshing was half completed may be

| “Reports show that in Manitoba the 
| wheat hes yielded from nine to thirty- 
| two bushels to the acre. The average 
‘is about twenty-two bushels to the 
acre. The heaviest yield comes from 
northern Manitoba, and the lightest 
from the south. Eigthy per cent. of 
the crops threshed and fifty per cent 
of it marketed. The weather is fine, 
and the wheat is grading well. Fifty 
per cent. of the total is better tnan 
No. 4 northern, and 50 per cent. No. 2 
or better. Some forty per cent. of the 
districts heard from complain of 
shortage of cars and lack of storage 
room in elevators. There has been no 
| lack of labor to handle the crop. 

| In Saskatchewan great progress in 
threshing has been made in the past 
week, and about sixty per cent. of the 
wheat is done, About thirty per cent. 
of tue Saskatchewan crop is marketed. 
|The bulk of the grain is grading below 
No. 4 nerthern, and the yield of wheat 
varies from eight bushels to thirty- 
four bushels to the acre. The average 
woud seem to be about twenty-two.

«xv, 41. it is part of the great king- 
fom story of tue book and must be 
onsidered in that connection as weil 
1s in its personal relation to indi- 
viduals. It is the record of a drunken 
revel with which God interfered sud- 
jenly. Jt was a great gathering of 
éreat people in the eyes of the world, 
snd Goubtiess those invited felt as 
auch honored as Haman did (Es. 
v, 5) when invited to the banquet of 
queen Ksther. The golden and silver 
vessels which had been taken from 
che temple of the Lord at Jerusalem 
were used as common drinking ves- 
sels, and they praised all gods except 
ne living and true God. 

In the midst of their drunken revelry 
t very strange and startling thing 
iappens, for the fingers of a man’s 
tand are seen writing words upon the 
jlaster of the wall of the king’s pal- 
sce, and the king saw the part of the 
sand that wrote (verse 5). The king 
s filled with trembling and dismay, 
ind all his wise men are called to in- 
terpret the words, but they could not 
cead the writing (verse 8). This is 
he third time in this book that the 
sisdom of this world failed to under- 
stand the things of God (ii, 10; v, 27).

We think 
f Abraham’ rejection of the offer of 
he king of Sodom, of Elisha’s re- 
jection of Naaman’s gifts and of 
Peter's remark that the things of God 
cannot be purchased with money, The 
efusal of the man of God to go home 
with Jeroboam or accept his gifts 
I Kings xiii) is also on the same line. 
Daniel then reminded the king of 
what the most high God had done for 
iis father and how He had humbled 
iim and added fearlessly and search- 
ngly, “Thou hast not humbled thine 
1eart though thou knowest all this, 
ut hast lifted up thyself against the 
Lord of heaven, * * * and the God 
in whose hand thy breath is and

tlorified’ (verses 22, 23). What a 
searching word for multitudes of peo 
je! The time of all earthly kingdoms

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Glasgow, Scotland, Oct. 29.—Pastor 
Russell preached twice here to day to 
large audiences. We report one of 
his discourses from the text, “Of the 
times and seasons, brethren, ye have 
no need that I write unto you, for 
bg itn know perfectly that the 

ay of the Lord so cometh as o thief 
in the night; for when they shall say, 
Peace and swfety, than sudden de- 
struction cometh upon them, as tra- 
vail upon a woman with child, and 
they shall not escape. But ye, 
brethren, are not in darkness thet 
that day should overtaks you as 
thief; ye are children of the light.”— 
1. Thessalonians vy, 1-5. 

The common tendency of the hu- 
man mind is expressed by St. Peter, 
who prophesies of the present time 
that the worldly will be saying, 
“Where is the promise of His prze- 
ence? © © © All things continue aa 
they wore from the foundation of the 
world.” Ignorance of God's Plan is 
to be expected of the world, but the 
true people of God have the promise 
of His special instruction so that they 
need not be in darkness respecting 
ths Divine Program. 

Our world for six thousand, years 
has been the battle fleld between the 
forces of light and darkness, truth 
and error, righteousness and sin; the 
Prince of Darkness, otherwiss styled 
the “Prince of this world,” has led 
his forces in person, and has con- 
trolled the musses and js still con- 
trolling them. The Prince of Light 
is represented in a fecble way by 
ambassadors who are specially cau- 
tioned by Him that they must not 
use carnal weapons nor carnal 
methods, but must in meekness cor- 
tect thos) who oppose them. They 
must be subject to “the powers that 
be” to the extent that their con- 
sciences will permit, and so far at 
possible live peaceably with all men. 

This experience of subjection to the 
powers of evil has been a hard lesson, 
difficult to learn; a trial of faith as 
well as of endurance, the value of 
which ‘has been difficult sometimes 
to appreciate. But thtse must walk 
by faith and not by sight if they 
would please the Captain of their 
salvation. For centuries the prayer 
has gone up to God from their hearts, 
“How long, O Lord!"" Reason assures 
them that it cannot be the Divine 
purpose to forever permit the victory 
of sin and death under the Prince of 
Darknoss. 

God represents Himself as a 
Husbandman. Each Age isa a 
son"’ and bears its own crop. 
Age has its own time for the plow- 
ing of the field, the sowing of the 
good seed, and the harvest work, As 
Bible students we have alrzady noted 
the work accomplished in the Age 
which ended with the flood, the dif 
ferent work accomplished during the 
Patriarchal Age, and the still differ- 
ent work accomplished during the 
Jewish Age, which lasted from the 
death of Jacob, and particularly from 
the giving of the Law, down to the 
death of Jesus 

Our Lord's ministry of three and a 
half years was a harvest time to the 
Jewish people in the close of their 
Age of gee or “day of visitation.”

In the end of their 
Age Jesus gathered the ripe fruitage 
of their experience—those sanctified 
thereby and developed in character 
and obedience to God, 

The crop gathered by our Lord and 
the Apostles in the Jewish harvest 
numbered thousands. These were 
gathered out of Judaism and from 
under the Law Covenant into Chria- 
tianity—gathered under a Covenant 
applying only to the ‘Church which 
is the Body of Christ.” This Coven- 
ant, under which they became asso- 
ciated with Messiah, reads, “Gather 
together My saints (holy ones) unto 
Me,” saith the Lord, ‘‘those who have 
made a Covenant with Me by eacri- 
fice.” (Psalm 1, 5.) All coming thus 
into relationship to Jehovah as mem. 
bers of the Body of Messiah came by 
way of the cross—through a recogni- 
tion of their own imperfection, and 
of Jesus and His sacrifice as the 
satisfaction for their sins, a covering 
for their blemishes, by which alone 
their sucrifices were rendered ‘holy 
and acceptable to God.""—Romans 
xii, 1. 

The reaping work of the Jewish 
Age merged into the sowing work of 
the Gospel Age as the invitation to 
become joint-sacrificers with Jesus 
was extended to those having hearing 
ears amongst nations aside from the 
Jews. For eighteen centuries this 
sowing work, with “harrowing” ex- 

eriences and various cultivations,

The Victualling Yard at Deptford Has 
Thousands of Tons of Food Sup- 
plies Passing Through It Every Day 
of the Year—Rice, Sugar, Etc., Are 
Handled In Big Bins From Which 
They Are Let Down Into Canisters. 


There is no place in the world where 


| anything like so large a quantity ot 


food is stored and handled as at the 
Royal Naval Victualling Yard, at 
Depttord, tnrough which is passed 
practically all the food supplied to 
the seamen in the royal navy. Every 
day thousands of tons of food sup- 
plies enter the yard, and thousands of 
tons leave it. 

Take the sugar store, for example. 
ALout eight million pounds of sugar 
are passed in and out of the yard 


| every year, and, as a rule, about a mil- 


lion pounds are held in stock. The 
sugar is stored in a huge loft, and 
every day for a certain number of 
hours it comes pouring down a

& g.gantic receiver holding 260 pounds.
